The wheat goes dli- 
rect from the threshers to the eleva‘ors, 
or it is sent to the cars and shipped to 
the storage elévators upon th@ = great 
lakes, Throughout the wheat region 
there are now more than a_ thousand 
elevators. There are sevesal at every 
station; they stand out on the landscape, 
marking the vaiue of the wheat districts 
surrounding. There are 800 different 
stations, which have such granaries, and 
altogether they Mave a storage capacity 
of 30,000,000 bushels. This Is outside 
the great elevators at Fort William and 
Port Arthur, at the head of Lake Su- 
perior, which will hold something like 
20,000,000 bushels more.

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Margaret Carnegie and Her Pet Lamb. 
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By W. B. Northrop. 
Special Cable. 

Paris, January 20.—Rodin. probably 
the most famous of living sculptors, {4 
much talked about in Paris social circles 
just now, not so much on account of ary 
mew achievement in the world of art, 
but for the eccentricities of his home 
Auguste Rodin at home and the 
same man in his studio are quite diffe:- 
ent personalities. 

Up to within the ‘ast month or two 
very little indeed has been known of 
the sculptor’s home life. The public. and 
even his intimate friends, have known 
Rodin principally at the studios in Parts 
placed at his disposal by the French 
government. His home lHfe has been 
kept a thing separate and apart. 

Through the influence of an intimate 
friend of the Scirptor, however. the 
writer was privileged to vistt M. Rodin 
at his own home. He lives just on the 
outskirts of the little village of Meudon, 
about half an hour’s ride from Paris. 
His house—an unpretentious little red 
brick vita—stands on the top of a high 
hill, which, in a westerly direction, com- 
mands a fine view of 
country. Immediately adjoining the 
home of Rodin, and d€warfiing it into 
insignificance, is his big new studio For 
many years, before the studio came into 
existence, the famous sculptor did a 
great deal of work at his Meudon home. 
He received no visitors, pald no calis, but 
woracu incessantly, his sote companion 
being his wife. 

Recently M. Rodin has broken through 
the splendid isolation that has surround- 
ed his home, and invited several frienis 
to partake of his hospitality. They even 
met Mme. Rodin, and one or two of 
them were introduced to her. This was 
considered a rare exception to the rule 
hitherto pursued by the artist. 

It is not jealousy on Rodin’s part— 
only indifference. His wife seerms {0 per- 
form the function of nursing him and 
keeping his health in order. 

The manner in which Mme. Rodin 
came under the notice of the friends of 
the sculptor was somewhat remarkable. 
For many years Mme. Rodin had been 
observed about the household, coooking 
the meals and doing all the housework; 
for even now the great sculptor em- 
ploys no servant in his home. Mme. 
Rouin seemed no different from the or- 
dinary old woman whom one sees at- 
tached to most French households. 
There is always a “Marte” or a ‘“Hor- 
tense’’—usual'y aged—in every family. 

One day, when some ffends were din- 
ing with Rodin, one of them said to him: 
in confidence: 

**Monstieur, 
that terrible 


why don’t you get rid of 
old woman who prowls 
about the place? What you need is a 
fresh young housekeeper, who would 
make your life worth living.” 


Terrible Old Woman His Wife. 

Rodin seemed to enjoy the joke im- 
mensely, and often told afterwards how 
discomfited his friend looked when the 
sculptor explained that the terrible old 
woman was none other than Mme. Ro- 
din herself. 

And thus Mme. Rodin became known 
as the artist’s wife—but she was never 
introduced as such; never took part in 
any of the entertainments; always wait- 
ed on the table, did the cooking and the 
housework, all as a matter of course. 

In Mme. Rodin’s estimation there is 
no other person in the iworld but her 
husband; his wants, his comforts, make 
up her life. She seems to know in a 
vague sort of way that in recent years 
he has acquired much fame, and that hig 
personal wealth has augmented in a 
Way that enables him to build studios, 
and supply his own home with al) he can 
Wish for. But itt is evident she does 
not realize for a moment that she might 
be called upon at any time to play the 
part of a great artist’s wife. 

Some very curious stories are In circu- 
lation concerning the manner of life lived 
by the Rodins. Days and days go by 
during which neither speak a word to 
the other, saving to mention what is 
wanted for the dinner. And yet, it fs 
quite evident that the very best of un- 
derstandings exist between the artist and 
his wife. Mme. Rodin rises every morn- 
ing about 5:30 and prepares her hus- 
band’s coffee—for Rodin is a very early 
riser, never beginning his daily work 
later than 6 o'clock. He dons «a huge 
dressing gown, made. of flannel, very 
thick in texture, which madame has pre- 
viously warmed for him. The sculptor 


generally begins work even while dress- | 


ing. for he not infrequently carries to 
his room the previous night some piece 
of mdeling in which he May be inter- 
ested. As soon. as he is dressed, his 
breakfast is piaceq on the table—he takes 
the usua] French coffee and roll at his 
meal—and, even while disposing of this 


simple repast he works at. his modeling

Rodin told Madame ‘Rodin that’ the 
goose was burnt. Thereupon, she flew 
into a towering rage, not with her hus- 
band, but with herself; the unfortunate 
goose was snatched bodily from the 
table; and Madame Rodin went shriek- 
ing into the kitchen literally tearing her 
hair. Rodin sat for a moment in grave 
silence, and looked at the faces of his 
dismayed guests. Then ‘he burst into up- 
roarious laughter, which was so irresisti- 
ble that everyone else joined im. After 
this incident, the dinner passed off ‘‘with- 
out accident’ as Rodin afterwards said; 
and everyone had a good time; for Rodin 
is a most entertaining talker, and his

Hid His Prisoner Somewhere 
in Atlanta, 


Sheriff Crowe Reached City with 
Preacher Austin En Route to 
Hall County — Telephone 
Message Warned Him of 
Mob at Buford. 


A long distance message over the Bell 
‘phone from Athens intercepted Sheriff 
Crowe, of Hall county, who was passing 
through Atlanta en route with a. pris- 
Oner to Gainesville, Jast night, and foil- 
ed a mob, whom it was sald was prepar- 
ing to take the prisoner when the 


Southern train reached Buford. 

The prisoner was a preacher named 
Austin, it is said, who was charged 
with running away with another man’s 
wife, 

The telephone message from Athens 
asked the police to stop Sheriff Crowe 
and notify him not to proceed to Gaines- 
ville, as a crowd had been organized 
to take the prisoner from him et Bu- 
ford. Onucer Williams was sem to the 
Terminal] station, where he met Sheriff 
Crowe, of Hal county, and Sheriff Mar. 
tin, of Gwinnett county, with the pris- 
oner, (Austin. 

When told of the message from Athens, 
Sheriff Crowe decided to stop over in 
Atlanta. He did not take his prisoner 
to elther the police barracks or the 
Tower. He said that he was afraid the 
telephone message might be a ruse to 
get him te stop in Atlanta with his pris- 
oner so that a writ of habeas corpus 
could be taken out. He carried his 
prisoner to some hotel or boarding house, 
where he could not be located. 

Officer Williams says. Sheriff Crowe 
stated that Austin was a preacher and 
had run away with a man’s wife af 
Gainesville. The couple disappeared some 
time ago, and Austin turned up in Law- 
Tenceville.without the woman. 

It is not known whether the mob, 
whfch was reported to be at Buford, was 
for the purpose of using the prisoner 
roughly, or whether it mas intended to 
liberate Austin. 

Sheriff Crowe only knew of the mes- 
sage from Athens through the local po- 
lice. He seemed inclined to tnink that 
the message was for the purpose of de- 
ceiving him so that friends of Austin 
might try to Hberate him in Atlanta 
through the courts.

The shopkeepers and clerks generally 
wear the native clothing, which con- 
sists of a divided skirt and a short 
kimono held in place by a sash. The 
laboring men wear loose knee breeches 
end a shirt in warm weather; in cold 
weather they wear tight-fitting breeches 
that reach to the ankles and a loose 
coat. In the country the summer cloth- 
ing is even more scanty. I saw a num- 
ber of men working !n the field with 
nothing on but a cloth about the loins, 
and it was early in November when I 
found a light overcoat comfortable. 

A pipe in a wooden case and a tobacco 
pouch are often carried in the helt or 
sash, for smoking is almost universal 
among both men and women. 

Considerable latitude is allowed in foot- 
wear, The leather shoe hag kept pace 
with the coat and vest, but where the 
native dress is worn the sandal! is almost 
always used. Among the well-to-do the 
foot is encased in a short sock made of 
white cotton cloth, which ig kept scru- 
pulously clean. The sock has a separate 
division for the great toe, the sandal 
being held upon the foot by a cord which 
runs between the first and second toes, 
and dividing fastens on either side of the 
sandal. These sandals are of wood and 
rest upon two blocks an tnch or more 
high, the,front one sloping toward the 
toe. The sandal hangs loosely upon the 
foot and drags upon the pavement with 
each step. The noise made by a crowd 
at a railroad station rises above the roar 
of the train. In muddy weather a higher 
sandal is used, which raises the feet 8 
or 4 inches from the ground, and the 
wearers Stalk about as if on stilts. The 
day laborers wear a cheaper sandal made 
of woven rope or straw. The footwear 
aoove described comes down from time 
immemorial, but there is coming into use 
among the “rikisha men a modern kind of 
footwear, which is a compromise between 
the new and the old. It is a dark cloth, 
low-topped gaiter, with a rubber sole and 
no heel. These have the separate pocket 
for the great toe, The sandals are left 
at the door. After taking cold twice 1 
procured a pair of felt slippers and car- 
rieqd them with me, and the other mem- 
bers of the family did likewise. At public 
meetings in Japanese halls the same cus- 
tom is f“owed, the sandals being check- 
ed at the door as hats and wraps are in 
Our country. Om approaching a meeting 
place the speaker can form some esti- 
mate of the size of the audience by the 
size of the piles of sandals on the out- 
side. 


How the Women Dress. 

The women still retain the primitive 
dress. About 1884 an attempt was made 
by the ladies of the court to adopt the 
Huropean dress, and quite a number of 
women in official circles purchased gowns 
in Lordon, Paris and the United States, in 
spite of the protests of their sisters 
abroad. (Mrs. Cleveland joined in a 
writicn remonstrance, which was sent 
from the United States.) But the spell 
was broken in a very few months, and 
the women outside of the court circles 
returned to the simpler and more becom- 
ing native garb.

favorite temperature is 110 degrees, and 
in the winter time the bath tub often 
takes the place of a stove. In fact, at the 
hot springs people have been known to 
remain in the bath for days at a time. I 
do not vouch for the statement, but Mr. 
Basil H. Chamberlain in his book en- 
titled “Things Japanese,’’ says that when 
he was at one of these hot springs “the 
caretaker of the establishment, a hale old 
man of 80, used to stay in the bath dur- 
ing the entire winter.” Until recently the 
men and women bathed promiscuously in 
the public baths; occasionally, but not 
always, a string separated the bathers. 
Now different apartments must be pro- 
vided. 

Japanese Very Polite. 

The Japanese dre very polite people, 
They have often been likened to the 
French in this respect—the French done’ 
in bronze, so to speak. They bow very 
low, and tn exchanging salutations and 
farewells sometimes bow several] timés. 
When the parties are seated on. the floor, 
they rise to the knees and bow the head 
to the floor Servants also when 
the floor, drop upon thelr knees, and, 
bowing, present the tray. 

In speaking of the people, I desire to 
emphasize one conclusion that has been 
drawn from my observation here, viz., 
that I have never seen a more qulet, or- 
derly or 4¢lf-restrained people. I have 
visited all of the larger cities and sev- 
eral of the smaller ones, in al] parts Of 
the islands: have mingled in the crowds 
that assembled at Toklo and at Yokoha- 
ma at the time of the reception to Togo, 
and during the naval review; have ridden 
through the streets in ‘daytime and at 


night; and have walked when the entire | 
streets. was a mass of humanity, I have.) 


nor seen one drunken native or witness- 
ed a fight or altercation of any kind. 


This is the more remarkable when it !s | 


remembered that these have been gala 
days, when fhe entire population turned 
out to display its patriotism and to en- 
joy a vacation. 

The Japanese house deserves a some- 
what extended description. It {gs bullt of 
wood, ts one story In height, unpainted, 
and has a thatched or a tile rolf, The 
thatched roof {s cheaper. but 


have a roof constructed like a thatched 
roof, in which the bark of the arbor 
vitne {s used in place of grass or straw. 
These roofs. are often a foot thick, and 
are quite imposing. Tn cities most bufld- 
ings are roofed with tile of a pattern 
which has been used for hundreds of 
vears. Shingles are sometimes used on 
newer structures, but they are not nearly 
so large as our shingles, and instead of 
being fastened with nails, are held fn 
place by wire. On the businesa streets 
the houses are generally two stories, 
the merchant living above the store. The 
public buildings are now heing construct- 
ed of brick and stone. and modeled after 
the buildines of America ord Europe. 
Houses Very Frail. 

Rut returning to the native architec- 
ture—the house is really little more than 
a frame. for the dividing walls are slid- 
ing screens, and the outside walls are 
taken out during the day. The rooms 
open into each other, the hallway ex- 
tending around the outside instead of 
going through the center. Frail] sliding 
partitions covered with paper separate 
the rooms from the hall, glass being al- 
most unknown. The floor is covered 
with a heavy matting 2 Inches thick, 
and as these mats are of a uniform size, 
6 feet by 3, the rooms are made to fit 
the mats, !12 feet square being the com- 
mon size. As the walls of the room are 
not stationary, there is no place for 
the hanging of pictures, although the 
sliding walls are often richly decorated. 
Such pictures as the house contains 
area painted on silk or paper, and are 
rolled up when not on exhibition. At

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If the stories told by the old veterans | 


at the Confederate Soldiers’ home could 
be collaborated and publéshed, what a ]l- 
brary of iwar reminiscences they would 
meke. Historians may record the great 
battles and their results upon the wel-. 
fare of nations, but what would the world 
know of the scenes of war—the bugle 
call, the charge the ‘roar of cannon 
and the rattle of musketry,’”’ the flag 
floating defiant of shot and ehell, the 
deeds of valor and the awful, fearful 
carnage? It is only from the lips of the 
grizzied veterans that tales must. fall 
to tel of such as these. 

With the gsunset of life casting « its 
lengthening shadows toward the grave, 

with nothing in life before them to 
wake ambition or ture to goals of future 
glory. the old soldiers cap only live in 
the past, and, as the state for whose 
honor their lives were offered, kindly 
nurtures them in their declining years, 
sit together and “fight their battles 
o’er,”’ rics 

Not for long will euch stories be told 
at the Soldiers’ home, for the men ‘who 
tell them are fast passing away. There 
have been more veterans to die at the 
home since it nvas opened than the in- 
mates now number. The death roll to 
date is I11; the present muster roll is 
106. 

On any pleasant day, a visiton to the 
home can see the soldiers sitting around 
in small groups talking—and you may 
be sure they are telling stories of the 
war. They like to tel) them, and they 
like to listen to them. 

When a visit was paid to the home 
on a sunshiny day last week by a rep- 
resentative of The Constitution, the old 
goldiers were more than usual in a

They sat on the 

porch or under the trees, talking of 

“Old Jack’’ or ‘‘Marse Robert,” and re- 

hearsing some of the battles in which 

they hed participated.

soundly to remember twhat sort of a 
pillow I had. It was after we captured 
Harper's Ferry. God, but that was a 
fight,.and when it was over I was tha. 
tired that I glept on the first thing 1 
found to lie down on. You know, the 
night before we all slept standing up.” 
‘*“Tell us about that, Mose,’ said a 
veteran, as if he had never heard the 
story before. 

“As I said, it was a hot fight,” con- 
tinued the man whe fought in Wright’s 
brigade. “You see, the yanks were try- 
ing to hold Harper’s Ferry so they could 
guard the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, 
which ran through the valley between 
two mountains. There were 12,000 yanks 
in the town at the fesry, That was in 
1863. Jackson was on the Virginia side, 
and Our brigade was on the Maryland 
side, and we were to swoop down on the 
garrison at the same time.” 

“Kinder had ’em in a trap,”* put in an 
old fellow with one leg. 

“And we sprung the trap at the right 
time,’’ continued the speaker. ‘“‘The night 
before our brigade was stationed on the 
gde of a mountain so steep that when 
you laid down you were standing up » 
laid down to sleep and was on my feet, ? 
had to brace against a stump to keep 
from slipping down the mountain. The 
next morning We were ordered to move 
and I looked down into the valley ahs 
saw the first shel] exploded over Harper's 
Ferry. The fight was on. I never heard 
such shelling during the whole war. We 
literally rained shot and shell down on 
that little town. It was too hot for the 
yanks and it wasn’t long before they sur- 
rendered. The 12,000 just gave up as if 
they saw it was no use to fight. When ig. 
was all over I was so tired that I could 
hardly put One foot down before the 
other, That night I saw a room and I 
crept into ir and laid down under a table, 
It was the place where they had been 
amputating legs and arms, I have had 
some pretty good, soft beds since, but I 
never slept as sweet as ] did that night. 
That was why I remarked soldiers sleep 
in some queer places. I have slept with 
a stump for a pillow and I have had 
water running under me, but I don’t be- 
lieve I ever before or since used an 
amputating table for a couch. You know 
the old Third Georgia did some good

RAINED FIRE OF HELL. 

It is often stated in print thar the “old 
soldier wapt when he told of the battles 
he had fought.’’ Frequently this is stated 
to give effect to the story, but when 
Nicholas Overby, a grizzled veteran who. 
fought with the Third Georgia on many 
a bloody field, was talking about the 
fight at Chancellorsville and mentioned 
the names of Lee and Jackson, his voice 
trembled and he at last broke down and 
wept like a child. He had been addressed 
by his old comrade as ‘‘Nick,’’ and he 
felt called upon to have a word to say 
about the war. 

“We were in. many warm places, the 
Third Georgia™ he said, “but I don’t 
believe there was ever anything like the 
scene at Chancellorsville. It rained a 
fire of hell and I tell you we gave those 
yanks hell befOre we got through with 
them. We had been in winter quarters at 
Guinea Station on the Fredericksburg 
road between that town and Richmondg 
In May, !863, we left our quarters and 
atarted down @ plank road, It was a 
most beautiful day and nobody would 
have thought that we were going to fight 
one of the most terrible battles Of the 
war in a few days. It didn’t seem to 
look like war with the sun shining and 
birds singing, but there was mischief 
ahead. Late in the evening we saw 
Marse Rober: with all his generals under 
the shade trees, I will never foreet tn my 
dying day how Marse Robert looked that 
morning and I—” 

The old foldier paused to steady his 
voice and then continued: 

“Later I saw ‘Old Jack’ on his horse, | 
He rode off into the woods and that was 
the last we ever saw of him, for he—” 

The old veteran broke down and wept. 
It was many minutes before he could 
speak again. 

“We were stationed to the left of him,” 


‘around. 


he finally found voice to say. ““There was 
a hot fight in the woods in front of us. | 
The Yanks thought we were on their 
extreme left, Dut ‘Old Jack’ was to our> 
right, getting around them with his ar- | 
tillery: Then came that fire of hell. 1 | 
never heard such a continuous roar Of | 
cannon, ang the muskets were peppering | 
away like firecrackers. The air was thick | 
with smoke. A shell struck a tree by | 
my side and it toppled over and fell| 
across my back. That igs why Yf can 
not stand up straight now, when I walk. 
‘Ola Jack’ was driving the yanks out, 
and. it wasn’t lomg before we were in 
the town. I walked through the hotel. 
The yanks were whipped, and it was 
about the worse whipping they ever got. 
That night we had to go over Fredericks- 
burg and help drive the yanks across the 
river. Late in the night it rained—I don't 
mean one of those fires of hell I was 
talking about. but a sire enough rain. 


You sce, the firing pad made the clouds | 
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the Third Georgia hero, “for I slept too | 


gather ang the rain came down in such 
torrents that you couldn’t see a man ten 
paces in front of you. You have heard 
them say that war is hell, and it is, and 
a heap of it. If hell is worse than 
Chancellorsville was that time, it must 
be a pretty hot place.”’ 


A BRIDGE OF ALLIGATORS. 

“You know when the yanks were run- 
ning they would take most any sort of 
road to get out of the way,” remarked G. 
W. Harrison, who fought with the Sixty- 
fourth Georgia from Richmond to Olustee, 
Fla. Way down in the Florida swamps, 
the last struggle was seen, and while 
there was no. great battle there, some 
pretty good fights were witnessed. 

Veteran Harrison is 77 years old and 
belonged to company BH of the Sixty- 
fourth Georgia. He was in the battle of 
the Wilderness, and saw some of the 
heavy fighting at Petersburg. He often 
says, when asked for a war story: ! 

‘T know so many of them that I don’t 
where to start.’’ 

After giving some of his ively experi- 
ences at Petersburg, he laughed and made 
his remark, quoted above, about how the 
yankees used to run sometimes, 

“You see,” he said, “we finally found 
ourselves way down in Fiorida. We took 
part in the fight at Ocean Pond and 
Olustee. The yanks made a dash down 
into Florida, and then made a dash out. 
We made it pretty warm for them down 
in the swamps. I understand that 4 


heap of yankees now spend the winter} 


in Florida, and I reckon they have got-; 
ten to know all about alligators these 
days; but in ’64 they: didn’t know much 
about the ‘Florida nightingale.’ I belleve 
if we could have mustered up a regi- 
ment of alligators we could have whipped 
the fight for good. An alligator isn’t 
pretty to look at, anyway, and when 
you ain’t used to him he is as scarey 
as he is ugly. There wasn’t much left 
of the old ‘Sixty-fourth when we reached 
Florida.” 

The old veteran sighed and stopped to 
light his pipe. 

“The blow-out at Olustee isn’t put down 
among the big battiles,’’ he continued, 
“but the boys, nevertheless, had it rough 
and tumble there for a while. There 
wasn’t much of a line of battle, and every 
man kinder fought on his own hook. 
‘Every man for himself and the devil for 
the hindermost,’ as the boys used to have 
it. After a hard fight one afternoon we 
got the yanks on the run, and they had 
to get across the Olustee the best way 
they could. Maybe it was the smell] of 
blood, for it was pretty free about the 
creek, that made the alligators turn 
out, for there they were just as thick 
as they could get, and be able to turn 
When the yanks saw the alli- 
gators waiting to eat them up, and saw 
us a-coming straight at them, they were 
sure enough between the devil and the 
deep blue sea. It was either trust the al- 
ligators or meet us, and they took the 
alligators in theirs.’’ 

“And made a wise choice,” interrupted 
another old soldier. 

“Well, they seemed to think so,” con- 
tinued the hero of Olustee. ‘“‘They went 
into the deep creek pell-mell, and what 
do you reckon?” 

Everybody reckoned by the expressions 
on their faces, and the speaker contin- 
ued: 

“Those yankees actually walked across 
the Olustee on the backs of alligators. 
Had an alligator bridge, you might say.’’ 


A CARPET OF DEAD YANKEES. 


“I didn’t do much fiddling during the 
war,’ remarked Veteran B, G. Neal, who 
did service in the Forty-second Georgia, 
“but I reckon J helped to make the yan- 
kees dance a little. I was in Atlanta 
when Sherman took the city. By the 
way, I wasn’t far from Howell's battery, 
which was commandeg by that gallant 
old soldier who died recently; God rest 
his soul The worst fight I got into, I 
believe, was at Franklin, Tenn., when 
#4 2'54.!',.., fought so well. Colonel R. 
J. Henderson was in command of my 
regiment. |] started out to tell you about 
how We made a carpet of dead yankees, 
but I just want to say a word about the 
fight around Atlanta first.”’ 

The old soldier who does the fiddling 
for the home laid hig violin aside and 
took a chew of tobacco. Then he went 
on to say: 

“If the Johnny Rebs ever fought hard 
to keep a city. from falling into the hands 
of the enemy, we fought to protect At- 
lanta. I have heard that whole barrels of 


bullets have been plowed up around the: 


city, and I am not a bit surprised. At- 
lanta can boast that she once had a rain 
of lead. The yankee# paid dearly for' 
every inch of ground they took. They 
just pusheq us back, step by step, be-| 
cause they had twenty men to our one. 
They encircled around the city and got 
to the south of the city on the Jones- 
boro road. If we had only had enough 
men we could have cut them In two and 
whipped them to death But the city 
fell and was laid in ashes. I have often 
walkeq the streets since and wWwendered 
at the change that has been made.”

Mohammed E. Torres, the Moroc- 
can representative at the current con: 
ference, which is settling the interna- 
| fate of the little north African 
nation, is credited with a very pithy 
remark bearing on the eccentricitie: 
of fate and of diplomats, when the 
two unworthily conspire. 

“Why don’t they hold a conference 
upon Russia and establish order 
there?” queries the irritated and 
sagacious Mohammed, as he faces 
the exigencies of a parlous situation. 

The question is pertinent as illus. 
trating the force of that ancient 
maxim regarding the circumstances 
that alter cases. es 

The situation in Russia is infinitely 
more desperate than that in Morocco. 
A month ago disorder, anarchy and 
insurrection were so _ prevalent 
that it was a matter of grave 
doubt whether or not the nation 
would hold together until the Musco- 
vite New Year. Yet none of the Eu- 
ropean powers felt it incumbent upon 
them to actively interfere, while a 
drunken populace overran the streets, 
looting shops, firing residences, 
slaughtering Jews, damning and 
blessing the czar py turns. 

In China, the situation has been 
somewhat of a combination of these 
conditions, with a smattering of con- 
tradiction thrown in by way of sauce. 
Morocco could be ‘hidden away in one 
of the Chinese provinces, as far a3 
area is concerned, and its population 


dred times by that of the domain of 
Tsi An. But China, being an inverte- 
brate among nations, vast but un. 
wiedly, a giant terrifying only in his 
girth and notable only in his supine- 
ness, might safely be hectored by the 
allies of civilization. 

And that last word, “civilization,’ 
is the answer to Mohammed’s ques- 
tion, when we reach the final analy- 
sis. By civilization is meant, too, or. 
ganization, a national spirit, an army 
and a concentrated resistance. Rus- 
sia could stir little enthusiasm over 
a distant and mercenary war, the 
successful issue of which would little 
benefit her people, while defeat 
would mean nothing save perhaps 
heavier taxes. But had the empire 
itself been. menaced, the nation 
would have presented a solid front to 
any foreign power. An attempt to 
paw over the Russian giant would 
have resulted.in about the same 
medicine meted out so tragically to the 
French army which entered the em. 
pire a triumphant host and left it a 
tattered array of heartbroken camp- 
followers. 

China, like Morocco, does not know 
the true meaning of patriotism or of 
organized resistance. The nation has 
never waged a unanimous foreign 
war, as a nation, save under the oc- 
casional impulse of race prejudice, re 
ligious fanaticism or the fierce lead- 
ership of some ambitious general of 
an allied race. 

So that Mohammed’s people, like 
the subjects of the imprisoned Chi- 
nese emperor, must learn these les- 
sons before they can make a stand 
against modern rifles in the hands of 
the international arbiters of their 
fate. China has an inspiration in the 
history of her Japanese neighbors, 
while Morocco possesses even more 
signifcant traditions in the memory 
of those barbarous hordes. which 
once overawed Europe. It does 
not seem, however, that they were of 
the same breed as their degenerate 
descendants of today. 


Human Landmarks. 


The eye and the mind of the most 
unimaginative man or woman, or 
even of the man and woman of 
marked nomadic tendencies, take a 
keen and perennial delight in that 
which is stable; which may be relied 
upon to hold its place amid the vicis- 
situdes of the elements, the tides of 
success and failure, the swinging pen- 
dulum of emotions, whether written 
in the obscure life of the submerged 
unit of the history of a city or a na- 
tion. We may pass a familiar tree, 
building or monument, twenty times 
in the course of a day or a month, 
with seeing yet unseeing eye, so 
deeply graven is its image on the 
tablets of the memory. Unconscious- 
ly, perhaps, we associate it with ths 
routine of our daily lives; it figures 
largely in that undercurrent of senti- 
ment present with the most prosaic 
natures; and it exerts an influence 
more potent than we are likely to 
concede on first thought. 

Let it be suddenly removed ani 
the role it plays will be revealed with 
a peculiar abruptness. That wonder- 
fully automatic subconsciousness will 
balk and wake up its intenser brother 
with the quickness of an alarm clock.

In the current Delineator, Postmas- 
ter General Cortelyou points out the 
exceptional opportunities enjoyed by 
women in the postal service of the 
government. By exceptional opportu- 
nities is meant the remuneration wo 
men postal employees receive for 
their services, no discrimination. be- 
ing made in this regard between 
male and female workers. 

Postmaster Cortelyou says: 


Woman’s share in the postal work is 
varied and intimate. If you visited 
Washington you would find hundreds in 
the various divisions. Go to your own 
postoffice and either your mail may be 
handled by women or a woman may be 
the dependable one in the background 
who keeps order and maintains the effi- 
ciency of the office. In every direction 
we ave woman as a trusted and well- 
paid employee. And yet you may search 
the annual reports and the statistics of 
the postal department without discovering 
how many of the employees are men and 
how many women. The question of sex 
does not figure in the showing. 

It is a just complaint not only in the 
United States, but in every other coun- 
try, that in most employments woman 
does not receive the pay of a man when 
She does the work of a man. The United 
States government makes no such unfair

The woman in business will be in- 
clined to accept this as an earnest of 
the good time coming.

Where she does “the work 
of a man,” there is neither logic nor 
justice in denying her. the pay that 
would otherwise be given a man. 
However, the fact remains that wo- 
man would not have made the en- 
croachments she has on “man’s work”’ 
had she not been satisfied with less 
pay than the sterner sex. In this in- 
stance the law of competition has 
been based on the cheapness as well 
as the quality of service rendered. 

Nevertheless, as Mr. Cortelyou 
points out, in very many lines of em- 
ployment woman is _ discriminated 
against in the remuneration she re- 
ceives for her services, merely be- 
cause she is a woman. The example 
Uncle Sam is setting in this regard 
should be a salutary one.

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Beware of Bank Tramps. 

Editor Constitution: During the past 
year, a large number of state banks 
have been organized in the smaller towns 
in Georgia. Where the law has been 
tracked in organizing these very helpful 
Institutions, they will prove a blessing 
to the comunity in which they are lo- 
cated. 


We have heard of several] places in 
Georgia visited by so-called bank promo- 
ters, whose only object was to induce 
the country people to join in the organi- 
zation of a bank, after which the pro- 
moter departed with all of the cash on 
hand. In the first place, no town should 
attempt to organize # bank unless the 
business of the community appears to 
be bank sustaining. That is, has ample 
business to pay expenses, and, at least, @ 
Small profit to the stockholders. It 
seems to be a very easy matter for @ 
young fellow to go into a rural district 
in which he is a stranger’ and induce 
the people to join him in getting uP 
@ ‘bank, in which they put up their hard 
cash against the promotes note, which 
1S too often worthless, without once in- 
veStigating either the plan or the plan- 
ner, who puts in his appearance with- 
out an invitation. It is the duty of 
the mayor of a village town to inquire 
into these proposed schemes, as well 
as the schemer, end if not entirely sat- 
isfactory, to warn his constituents 
against the same. 

There are men going around the state 
of Georgia putting up banks who have 
no knowledge of banking, ‘who have no 
cash or credit, and whose sole purpose 
is to draw a salary from the: sdme 
without rendering any service, anu whwu 
are utterly helpless to protect the bank 
in times of emergency. 

The law requires that the capital stock 
of a state bank shall be paid in to 
the treasurer of the bank in legal money, 
and yet there are numerous instances 
where the capital stock is paid up by 
the subscribers’ personal notes, their 
substitutes for what the law calls legal 
money.

ISOME STRANGE DEFECTS 
IN GEORGIA’S TAY LAWS. 


in Essence 


Inconsistencies Which May Defeat State’s Efforts 
To Collect Certain Specific Taxes..Tax on 
Alcoholic Medicine and the Trade 


of Lemon. 


NUMBER of curious inconsistencies 
A have been found in the general tax 
act for 1906 and !907, as passed 
at the last session of the legislature, and 
in some instances these may prevent the 
collection of the tax which the general 
assembly desired to impose. 

Comptroller General Wright and Attor- 
ney General Hart have been wrestling 
with those sections of the tax act which 
seem to contradict the intent of the gen- 
eral assembly, with a view to saving to 
the state in so far as is possible the taxes 
designed to be collected under them. in 
some cases, however, they have not yet 
been able to reach any satisfactory con- 
clusion. 

For instance, the forty-eighth paragraph 
of section 2 of the genera] tax act reads 
as follows: 

“Upon every manufacturer of tobacco 
or wholesale dealer in tobacco doing busi- 
ness in this state who redeems or offers 


to redeem the tags on the tobacco sold 
for a consideration the sum of $200.’’ 


At @ casual glance it would seem that 
this paragraph was all right. But a sub- 
sequent paragraph requires that the tax 
levied under this section shal) be paid to 
the tax collector in the county where such 
business is done 

A prominent North Carolina tobacco 
manufacturer wrote the comptroller gen- 
eral the other day wanting to know 
whether, if he paid the $200 tax, he could 
do business over the entire state through 
his five representatives who travel in 
Georgia and sell tobacco with redeemable 
tags. 

Where Shall It Be PaidP 

Here was a puzzle. If he paid the 
$200 tax, in what county and to what 
tax collector should he pay it? If he paid 
it in one county, would that entitle him 
to do business in another? Or would he 
have to pay the tax in every county in 
which he proposed to do business? In 
Other cases of this kind, where the tax 
is payable to the county tax collector, it 
must be paid in each county where the 
'buginess is done. The tax is not paya- 
ble to the comptroller general, nor has he 
the eutflority to say in what county it 
shall be paid. If collectable in €ach coun- 
ty where the business is done, it would be 
prohibitive. | 

But this is not all. The paragtaph puts 
the tax only Upon manufacturers and 
wholesale dealers, and makes no mention 
of the retailer. And yet the retaltler is 
Practically, the man who redeems the to- 
bacce tags. When a tobacco consumer 
has saved the requisite number of tags 
it is the retailer: who gives him the prize 
offered, whatever that may be; but no tax 
is placed upon the retailer. The retailer 
takes the tags and turns them in to the 
manufacturer or the jobber, as so much 
cash. The question then arises ag to 
who is the real redeemer of the tags. If 
it Is the retailer, no tax Cun be collected 
under this paragraph. Can it be shown 
that the responsible party is the whole- 
saler, and if so, must he pay a tax on 
each brand of tobacco Sold with redeem- 
able tags? If it is the manufacturer must 
he pay the tax in each county in the 
State where he does business, a require- 
ment which would have the effect of stop- 
ping this class of business? 

These are questions With which the 
comptroller general and the attorney gen- 
eral are now wrestling, and so far no 
conclusion has heen reached.

Georgia has a ection in the tax act 
requiring ail dealers in beverages con- 
taining alcohol like “White hops’ and 
drinks of a silimar nature. to pay a tax 
of $1,000. Should the druggists who sell 
these patent alcoholic medicines pay the 
$1,000 tax, or wha tax should they pay, 
ht. any? 

After several conferences with 
gists, the matter was taken 
Attorney General Hart. who 
an Opinion that fp all cases where the 
United States gwernment requires a 
druggist or otherdealer to pay the in- 
ternal revenue ux On any  aleoholic 
medicine sold. suk druggist or other 
gealer must pay » the state the $300 
tax which is imped on ad] liquor deal- 
ers. This question has, therefore, been 
setti¢d, and drugists who sel] patent 
medicines Containig alcohol, which have 
been placed on th government list, must 
pay the liquor dear’s tax in Georgia.

The first child of Atlante, who pickel 
the flowers of springtime from fie‘ds on 
which Atlanta’e akyscrapers are now 
built, and drank from springs whose lo- 
eations have been forgotten in the lapse 
of years, is now living in Oakland City, 
On Oakland avenue. 

This child, then known as Julfa Car 
lisie. ‘has, in the years that have come 
and gone, passed through all the stages 
of life. from childhood to girlhood, from 
girlhood to womanhood, from womanhood 
to motherhood, and then to grandmoth- 
erhood. She is Mrs, Julia C. Withers, 
the wife of Walter S. Withers, head of 


the Withers foundry and machine works, 
She is proud of the Atlanta of today,

They were married in Marietta, Ga., tn 
1841, and on the advice of Rev. Jostah 
Burke, who performed the ¢eremogy, 
they moved, soon after the marriage, to 
Terminus, the Atlanta of today.

“Our house was on Edgewood avenue, 
facing the Equitable building. I was 
born August 17, 1842, and Was the first 
child of Atlanta, 

“I can’t remember much of the city 
when it was Terminus, or when it was 
Marthasville, for my first recollections 
ere of the times when I wag 6 or 7 

old, 

“Atlanta was larger then. There were 
I suppose some 600, or possibly 1,000 
people here, and the city was rapidly 
growing, showing that it was indeed to 
be a big city, and fulfilling the con- 
fidence of the minister who married my 
parents, and of my own father. My 
mother used to get very lonely and de- 
pressed in those days when she had no 
neighbors, and no companionship, and 
when it seemed slow waiting for tke 
cuming of a city. 

“But my father was always certain. 
‘It is going to be a big city,’ saia he, 
‘and this is a gd0d place for us to live,’ 
and my mother would tell him that she 
did not see the evidencés, and that all 
she saw was the trees and the fields, 
and all she Knew was that it was 
lonely. 

“I went to school in a two-story frame 
building, which was located where The 
Atlanta News builidng now stamis. The 
achool wasin charge of Mra.

“Keven then, though, there was little of 
the crowded condition of Atlanta today.

Trails Through the Woods. 

“The streets were then but trails 
through the woods and the woods or the 
fields covered al] the city where the big 
Buildings are at present. I used to love 
to gO across from my home to the spring, 
situated just about where the Equitable 
Duilding @# today.

“It was @ smalj Atlanta then to what 
it is now.

Julia Carlisle’s Wedding. 

‘When I wag |4 years Old I fell in love 
with my husband, but we were not mar- 
ried until some five years later, when I 
was [9 years old. 

“We thought that we had kept our 
nlans secret and we intended to have a 
very quiet marriage with no witnesses to 
it, but others had learned of our plans. It 
was in 1862 that we decided to marry. 
The marriage was to take place after 
prayer meeting in the First Baptist 
church, the same church which is now 


standing, of which I am the oldest mem- 
‘ber. 


‘When the time came for everybody to 
get up and go home everybody remained 
in their seats and so we had a grand 
marriage with one of the biggest crowds 
of the year. We were married by Dr. 
Hornaday. 

“Just about three days after we were 
married we had the picture taken which 
I have given to you and on the same day 
we caim near being killed. My husband 
and I were just crossing the railroad 
tracks, for you see there was no viaduct 
then. Just as we got on the track the 
horse balked and would not go either 
way. The train was coming down on us 
an@ we just did manage to g¢t out of the 
way. 

“Those were trying days for all of us, 
as the northerners were beginning to 
press us down by superior numbers. 

“We continued to live in Atlanta until 
a short while before the capture of the 
city, when my husband went to Carters- 
ville on business, and later on, when the 
federal troops were sdout to capture the 
city, we did not think it worth while to 


come back, but went on to Nashville. 

“General Thomas’ troops were in that 
city. Some of the officers were staying 
at the same boarding house where I waa, 
\and they would keep telling me that At- 
lanta was gone, 

Another Prophesy Fulfilled. 

“Ome of them finally came to me and 
told me that ‘Atlanta is surely gone this 
time. It fs burned down, and there is 
now no hope for yoa? city.’ 

‘“*Well, it may be gone now,’ I replied 
to him, ‘but you ean’t keep it burned 
down. It is like a cork on the water. It 
will continue to stay on the surface.’ 

“Many a time since have I wished that 
that officer could return to Atlanta and 
view our streets and our buildings and 
our beautiful homes, and see how true 
were my words that Atlanta would grow 
up again. 

“Finally, we returned to Atlanta, and it 
was, indeed, a desolate sight which met 
our eyes. Atlanta was almost as lonely, 
in its burned buildings and deserted 
streets, as it wags when my mother and 
father came to Terminus and found noth- 
ing there but woods. . 

“There were a few of the old timers 
there, people who loved the city and 
their homes too much to leave, Dut after 
all, these were comparatively few. 

“It seemed like almost all the buildings 
in town were destroyed—homes, offices, 
stores, and all. Here and there was left 
a house or two, houses which were fortu- 
nate enough to secure guards to prevent 
their destruction. 

“We had @ beautiful home out on Ma- 
rietta street, near the Payne Memorial 
chapel, but when we returned we had a 
home no longer, for it had been totally 
destroyed. 

“It wasn’t long, however, before the 
people began to return to Atlanta and 
to rebuild destroyed homes and stores, 
and soon the city looked like itself again.

A new turn wags taken in the injuns- 
tion sult of John Temple Graves against 
Charles Daniel et al., involving the con- 
tro] of The Atlanta News, of which pa- 
per Mr. Graves is editor and Mr. Danie: 
general manager, when James W. Eng- 
lish, Jr., last night filled his answer to 
the suit, through Attorney Charles T. 
Hopkins. 

Mr. English, who was named in the 
original] petition as codefendant, admits 
that Mr. Daniel went to see Sdmue! 
Spencer, president of the Southern rail- 
way, with a view to securing money to 
buy certain stock in The News; that Mr. 
Spencer offered to buy the stock; that 
an agreement was entered into between 
a representative of Mr. Spencer and Mr. 
Daniel: that Mills B. Lane, of Savan- 
nah, does not own said stock, but Is 
merely a representative of the Owner, 
that he himself is trustee for the stock, 
but avers that he ‘does not know the 
precise source from which the money 
came which purchased the stock.’ 

An interesting phase of the fight that 
has been waged in The News corpor:- 
tion is shown by exhibits attached vo 
the answer. These consist of letters that 
passed between Jack J. Spalding, attor- 
ney for Milfs B. Lane, of Savannah, and 
Mr. English, They show that Mr. Spali- 
ing demanded for Mr. Lane the return 
of the 247 shares of News stock “stand.

Congressman Bell Secures Gov- 
ernment Aid for Growers 
of His District

Washington, January 20.—(Special.)—At 
the instance of Congressman Bell, the de- 
partment of agriculture will, in the very 
near future, establish three experimental 
tobacco farms in the ninth district of 
Georgia. 

Mr. Bell hag been working with Sec- 
retary Wilson ever since he came here, 
in December, and, as a result of his 
work, two experts of the department, 
Messrs, Shame] and Cobey, left tonight 
with Mr. Beli for Gatnesville to make a 
thorough survey of the situation and de- 
termine upon the location for the ex- 
periments. b hte 

To Provide Money Crop. 

In bringing the matter to the atten- 
tion of Secretary Wilson, Mr. Bell point- 
ed outg that there are many portions of 
his district where the people are prac- 
tically without a money crop. BPxperi- 
ments made dy individuals, he said, pad 
demonstrated the possibility of raising 
tobacco of a fine quality in certain sec- 
tions of his district, and he thought no 
better work could be done by the de. 
partment for a large number of farmers 
than by the establishment of experi- 
mental stations by meang of which the 
government’s experts could demonstrate 
the tobacco possibilities of northern 
Georgia, at the same time giving to ali 
farmers of that section the instructions 
necessary to develop the crop. 

‘After giving the matter a good deal 
of consideration, Secretary Wilson decid- 
ed he would grant Mr. Bell’s request for 
the establishment of these experiment 
stations. It has not yet been determined 
where they will be located, but the 
probability is there will be one in Gwin- 
nett, one in Cherokee and one in White. 

Plan of the Department. 


The idea of the department is to ge- 
cure about two acres of suitable land in 
each county, to be taken charge of by 
the government for the purpose indi- 
cated. This will be devoted to the rnis. 
ing of Sumatra tobacco, the perfect 
leaves of which make the best of all wrap- 
pers, while the rast makes excellent 
filler. The high grade Sumatra -now 
brings $2.60 a pound. 

Some Sumatra tobacco has been rai 
near Gainesville, and Mr. Bell is strong 
ly of the opinion thet the soil and cli- 
matic conditions in a number of the coun. 
ties of that section are favorable to mak. 
ing # a substantial industry.

An important meeting of the Southern 
Soft Yarn Spinners’ Association was 
held at the Piedmont hotel convention 
hall yesterday, at which between 250,000 
and $800,000 spiridles were represented— 
two-thirds of the industry in the south. 
In addition to many important matters 
of pertinent interest to the mill men, an 
election of officers resulted as follows:

CASTRO ARMING — 
MEN AND PORTS 


Making Venezuela Ready for} 


Open Warfare, 


Declared That People of His Coun- 
try Received News of Rupture 
of Relations with France 
with the Greatest In- 
difference, 


Willemstad, January. 20.—The Venezue- 
lan government is actively engaged ir 
garrisoning the ports of the republic and 


furnishing the troops with supplies. 

According to the advices received here, 
the general public in Venezuela received 
the news of the rupture of diplomatic re- 
lations between Venezuela and France 
with the utmost indifference, Dut diplo- 
matic circles at Caracas are indignant at 
the action of the Venezuelans in not 
allowing M. Taigny, the retiring. French 
charge d'affaires, to return to the shore 
after he had gone on board the French line 
steamer Martinious at LaGuaira, Jan- 
uary 1!4, in order to obtain hts corre- 
spondence. The Venezuelan government 
is considering a project for laying a Ga- 
ble between LaGuaira and Porto Rico. 

M. Taigny, late French charge d'affaires 
at Caracas, it is reported, will proceed to 
Washington and report to M. Jusserand, 
French ambassador to the United States. 
He will take the next available steamer 
from here. As he does not wish to enter 
a Venezuelan port, it will be necessary to 
wait for the Red.D liner, Sailing about 
January 285. Earlier steamships from 
here touch at LaGuaira or Maracaibo aft- 
er leaving here. 

France Will Act Cautiously. 

Paris, January 20.—The. apparent hesi- 
tation in France's. decision relative to 
Venezuela appears to be prompted by the 
desire not to begin activ@ measures with- 
out having: taken the advice of the au- 
thorities at Washington. 

For this purpose Ambassador Jusse- 
rand has been fully instructed regarding 
his government's point of view, whieh he 
is laying before the American govern- 
ment. The officials here agree that 
France’s action is somewhat hampered, 
owing to Vénezuela’s peculiar situation, 
the foreign claims on the customs being 
regarded as placing a blockade almost 
out of the question. 

It is feared that if France stopped com- 
merce with the exterior, President Castro 
wouwd immediately seize this as a pretext 
for refusing to comply with Venezuela's 
obligations toward other nations. It is 
admitted that preparations are going on 
for reinforcing the French squadron, but 
the object of this step is still undefined, 

This much is regarded as_ certain, 
France's next move will depend on the 
result of M. Jusserand’s conferences at 
Washington.

Central of Georgia railway, mid- 
way between Covington and Monticello, 
and nestled in the heart of the richest 
azricultural section of middle Georgia, is 
the thif"fng little town of Newborn, one 
of the most progressive and prosperous 
of the smaller towns of the upper section 
of middle Georgia 

Newbom is a typical old-fashioned 
town. Its early settlers—the Pitts, 
Glasses, Perrys, Dillards, Harwells, Gays, 
Webbs, Broughtons, RBalleys, Wryatts, 
Thompsons, Brightwells, Stantons and 
Robinsons—were of the first families of 
the state, and their descendants, of whom 
the citizenry of the place for the most 
part consists at present, retain the cul- 
ture, refinement and aristocratic @earing

It ‘had just been 
loaded with the debris of the wreck 
when {ft toppled over and rolled down 
a twelve-foot embankment. It {fs sald 
that the train was over loaded and lost 
its balance, 

Engineer Lindsey and Fireman Har- 
Tis were thrown from the engine and 
were badly scalded by escaping steam. 

Another victim was added to the list 
of those who lost their lives tn the dig- 
aster at Mina by the death of W. T. 
Head at the Grady Hospital early yes- 
terday morning. Head, who was a 
switchman, was On the fl] fated switch 
engine riding to Howell’s Station. He 
and a negro switchman were thrown 
from the engine. They were the two 
only persons on the switch engine who 
were not killed outright, and they were 
brought to the city and taken to the 
Grady Hospital. 

Death of W. T. Head. 

Early yesterday morning, Head was 
told that his mother was at the hospita ' 
and had called to see fim. He turned 
to the physician and gaid a short while 


‘before he died: 


“May God bless my poor old mother.

o'clock in the office of Chairman Martin 
F. Amorous, in the Empire building. 

This committees is composed of Martin 
F. Amorous, chairman; Bishop CG K. 
Nelson, W. S. Thompson, R. F. Mad- 
dox and W. A. Wimbish, 

At the first meeting of the committee 
@ call was issued to all policy holders 
in Georgia of old-line mutual life insur- 
ance companies urging that they wrice 
to Secretary Samuel Barnett and signify 
whether they woulg cooperate with the 
Georgia Policy Holders’ Protective S0- 
ciety, organization of which has already 
been perfected, and also that they give 
any suggestions as to their views of 
what steps should be taken for the. pro- 
tection of the policy holders of the state. 

The: responses to this call were not 
numerous, and those who did write had 
nod suggestions of importance to offer. 

Plan Has Been Prepared. 

Notwithstanding this, -an interesting 
plan of action has been prepared by 
Secretary Barnett which will be consid- 
ered by the committee at its meeting to- 
morrow, and which will be put in shape 
for submission to the policy holders at 
their general meeting on February 13. 

This plan proposes the establishment 
in Georgia of a bureau of insurance in- 
formation, without expense to the policy 
holders. The outlines of this plan have 
already been given in The Constitution. 
Its object {sg to ascertain all about the 
standing of the various insurance com- 
panies, to secure and keep on hand data 
as to which companies pay the best 

ividends, and, in a word, be prepared 
to tell the person desiring insurance 
where he can secure the contract that 
will best meet his demands. 

It is proposed that this bureau shall 
act in the capacity of agent for the 
members of the society, those desiring 
insunance consulting it and ascertaining 
where they can gecure the best contract, 
It is expected then that the company 
with which the insurance is taken will 
pay to the bureau the commission usual- 
ly paid the agent securing the insurance, 
In this way it is believed that sufficient 
income can be derived to pay all the 
expenses of the bureau. 

A plan similar to this 1s now under 

discussion by the policy holders of New 
Jersey, and the indications are that they 
will adopt it. 
A great deal] will depend upon the co- 
operation ‘between the policy holders of 
various states in making such a move- 
ment as this an effective one.

ATTORNEY SAYS CARTER 
BECAME A TOOL EARLY 


Prosecuting Officer Says Captain 
Carter Was Bought Out by the 
Defendants, and Describes 
in Detail the Processes 
They Used. 


Savannah, Ga., January 20.—The most 
interesting session that has yet been held 
by the federal court in its two weeks’ 
consideration of the Greene and Gaynor 
case was that of today, when Special 
Assistant Attorney General Marion Er- 
win, in a4 long and detailed arraignment, 
explained to the jury the government's 
contentions as to the guilt of the defend- 
ants, and indicated just what the prose- 
cutton would endeavor to establish with 
incontestible proofs. 

Both defendants were present, as they 
«have been every day of the trial, Sut 
they did not seem particularly moved by 
the language that charged them with the 
seduction of former Captain Oberlin M. 
Carter from his duty and the embezzle- 
ment of hundreds of thousands of dol- 
ars. 

Assistant Attorney Marion Erwin said 
he government would seek to show that 
dAeutenant O. M. Carter came here in 
884 under General Gilmore, and was 
onnected with the river and harbor 
rork when appropeiations for river and 

arbor were not so large as now. Carter 

‘as wppointed in charge upon the death of 

teneta] Gilmore, and the government 

wld show, said Mr. Erwin, that he fell 

f wita Greene and Gaynor. At an early 
Sage, Mr. Erwin said, the contractors 
sarted to work on Carter, getting him 
itto litle side contracts with them and 
making a little money for him, or, at 
leist, sOpretending; then they commenced 
tolend fm money, 

He wotd pay the money back, and at 
first the'oans were inconsiderable, but 
soon the mounts grew to ag much $2,- 
' 000, gradully the amounts increased and 
he becameinvolved in contracts and en- 
terprises Wth them. Then the alleged 
conspiratort interested the people of Sa- 
vanpah in gtting a very large appropria- 
tion for Savanah harbor work. Congress 
made this teat appropriation, and in 
1891, Mr. Ervin eaid, Carter went over 
to Greene and4Gaynor “‘body and soul.”’ 

Divisin of the Money. 

When the pa:menig began upon the big 
contracts divisims o1 the money could be 
shown to have been nade at the end of 
each month, as regulirly as clock work. 
From 1891, contnued Mr. Erwin, month 
by month the balances of the payments, 
after defraying the expnses of the work, 
were split up by Grehe, Gaynor and 
Carter in equal amounts

VIADUCT PLANS. 
ARE AGREED UPON 


Bridge Committee and Engineer 
Clayton Visit Site 


Intricate Part of the Work Will Be 
at the Cortland Street End, 
Where Entrance to Deca- 
tur Street Will Be 
Afforded. 


Plans for the Washington street via- 
duct were decided upon yesterday after- 
noon by the bridge committee of coun- 
cil, of which Alderman Holland is chair- 
man. They were decided upon after the 
site of the structure had been visited 
by the committeemen and Captain R. 
M. Clayton, the chief engineer of 1.6 
city. The two other members of the 
committee are Alderman Quillian and 
Councilman Martin. 

The north end of the viaduct will rest 
directly in front of thq Boys’ High 
school, corner Courtland and Gilmer 
streets. It will include all space be- 
tween the property lines. The sidewalks 
will be 8 feet in width on each side. In 
the center of the structure will be a 
driveway with a width of 15 feet, lead- 
ing beneath the bridge to Decatur 
street. The driveways on each side of 
this open space will be I4 feet 6 inches 
in width, the whole making 60 feet, 
which is the width of the street, 

The general effect will be much the 
same as that of the Forsyth street 
bridge. 

At the corner of Decatur street the 
bridge will be 25 feet in the air. Steps 
will be placed at this corner for the 
convenience of pedestrians, one set at 
the northeast corner and another set at 
the southwest corner. 

There will then -be no break in the 
bridge until it reaches the corner of 
Washington and East Hunter streets. 

On the Washington street side the 
grade will be 3 per cent, while on the 
Courtland street side the grade will 
3 i-2 per cent. 

The approaches as far as the abutt- 
ments will be entirely of reinforced con- 
crete, and the appearance will be much 
the same as that of the beautiful Edge- 
wood avenue bridge over the tracks of 
the Southern railway. 

That portion of the Washington street 
viaduct which will span the tracks of 
the railroads will be entirely of steel. 

Bids for the city’s portion of the work 
will be advertised for at once by Chief 
Engineer Clayton, and the endeavor will 
be to open them on February 16. 

Chief Engineer Clayton will at once 
commence work on the plans for the 
Washington street viaduct, and it is ex- 
pected that he will have them com- 
pleted. within the next few days.

fair was held. here under the auspices 
of the Georgia Agricultural Society; has 
been a member of the Atlanta Fair ASs- 
sociation and the Southern Interstate 
Fair Association for years, and has been 
prominently identified with every public 
enterprise that has been launched in 
Atlanta during the past two decades. 

It is not alone his public works and 
his management of the fire department 
that has made him popular in the city.

Fined His Employer. 
At that time Chief Joyner was ‘fore- 
man of the old volunteer hook and ladder 
fire company, and Mr. Peck, for whom 


'he worked, was a hoseman. One night 
at a fire Foreman Joyner direcied 


Mr. 
Peck to do something, and Mr. Peck re- 
fused. The young foreman promptly 
fined him, and Mr, Pecs p3id the fine. 
The next day the employer raised the 
salary of the young clerk who had fined 
him the night before. The incident is an 
indication of the character of Chief Joy- 
her, and it is a story that Mr. Peck liked 
to tell until the day of his death. 

Chief Joyner then became. associated 
with the late Jerry Lynch, and in i878 
was a clerk in the haberdashery of LC. 
W. Brunner, for which business he later 
became receiver. In 1879 his connection 
with the city government began with his 
election as city marshal, a position which 
he filed for six years. In !882 the vol- 
unteer fire department was abandoned 
Dur- 
ing July, 1883, Chief Joyner was reelect- 


ed city marshal and over his protest was 
also elected chief of the fire department. 


He declined to qualify as fire chief, ‘but 
two years later, again over his protest, 


was made fire chief, and accepted.

Eo far as cotton statistics are con- 
the commission recommends 4 
material reduction in the number of cor- 
respondents, and the abandonment of the 
practice of securing information from 


‘three classes at present utilized, individ- 


ual farmers, ginmers and township cor- 
respondents. On the other hand, it rec- 
ommendas an increase in the number of 
field agents, an increase in the salaries 
of state agents and the determination 
by the census bureau of the acreage 
planted in the planting season, and ot 
the yield. 
Reforms Under Way. 


The report opens with a reference to 


weather, and declare that unless there is 
a change within the next three days the. 
buds wTll be swollen to such an extent | 
that the first cold Weather will destroy | 
the entire Georgia fruit crop. 

It was said today that blooms are now 
expected on all the jarge farms, and this| 
is Gue to the continued warm weather. | 
Large owners have looked anxiously for | 
a change in temperature, and their dis- | 
appointment is keen today. Hundreds of | 
thousands of dollars are tied up in this | 
little spell of warm weather The loss | 
will be complete unless the change comes | 
rapidly, and tO such an extent that the 
sap will not rise So early in the trees. 

For four or five years past there has 
been no loss of fruit of consequence oni 
account of weather, and the fruit grow- 
ers have come to count the crop a fairly 
safe one south of Macon. ‘The alarm is 
now very general. ang al] owners believe 
that they are to suffer on account of the 
present warm weather. That Georgia's 
loss will be immense ig evidenced in the 
statement that great wealth has gone Into 
the fruit farms during the five years of 
complete success in growing and gather- 
ing heavy crops.

The expenditure of such a large 
sum could only be justified, it is stated, 
in the case of the cotton crop, where 
exact information is especially valuable, 
and which is on an entirely different 
footing from other crops. An annual] 
farm-to-farm canvass of these other 
crops would be out of the question. 

If the method suggested must be re. 
jected on the ground of expense, the re. 
port says that the census bureau recom- 
mends another and cheaper way—the se- 
curing Of the acreage figures by its 701 
paid agents, in cooperation with the gin. 
ners. The cost of this, it is estimated, 
would be not more than $90,000 nor lesg 
than $60,000 per year, and of this 
amount much could be saved by the cut- 
ting Off of Other expenses now unneces- 
sarily incurred. Much inaccuracy in acre- 
age figures must exist, the commission 
believes, until a new method is adopted. 

Should Be with Census Bureau. 

The suggested division of the work be- 
tween the census bureau and the bureau 
of statistics would be entirely logical and 
consistent, it goes on to say, and it con. 
cludes the reference to acreage by the re- 
commendation that the determination of 
the acreage be entrusted to the census 
bureau, and that suitable provision be 
made for the work in atcordance with 
the least expensiVe of the _  ajternative 
plans described. 

In its chapter on the measure of ac- 
curacy in recent estimates of cotton pro- 
duetion, the commissivm arrives at the 
same conclusions ag Assistant Statisti- 
cian Olmstead that in the last six years 
the bureau has overestimated thrice an@ 
underestimated thrice. Despite the 
small percentages of difference between 
the estimates of the bureau of statistics 
and the returns of the census bureau 
when the totals of each are compared, 
the commission asserts that in the case 
of individual states the divergence runs 
In Florida the bureau of 
statistics returned only 54 per cent of 
the figures returned by the census, while 
in. Tennessee the returns of the former 
were 136 per cent as compared with 
those of the latter. In the largest pro- 
ducing states, however, the discrepancy 
ranged from only |! per cent, in the case 
of Texas, to I! per cent, in the case of 
Georgia. 

Should Be Standard Bale. 


The bureau of statistics is censured for 
variation in bale weights, because ‘‘by 
adopting a weight of bale (for the crop

This paragraph !s nothing less than a 
criticism of Mr. Hyde for leaning to- 
ward the interestg Of the farmer, al- 
theugh his enemies, and those of the 
bureau generally, have always contended 
that he was the farmer’s chief and most 
powerful foe 

Suggestions for _ Improvement. 

The commission makes several pages 
of suggestions for improving the service. 
These suggestions @re applicable to crops 
other than cotton, but are made princi- 
pally with a view to improvement of the 
cotton estimates, because of the greater 
importance of those estimatea than any 
other, "due to the material effect on the 
price of the staple which is sometimes 
due to a very slight deviation from the 
truth in statistics. The abolition of the 
three classes of correspondents already 
mentioned ig then recommended, and in 
that connection this statement is made: 

“The bureau should rely solely on its 
paid traveling field agents and the paid 
state correspondents, and On one or pos 
sibly two other classes of correspondents 
whose figures might be used for check- 
ing or verifying the more useful and ac- 
curate sources of information. The 
number of field agents should be such 
as to cover all parts of the territory 
each month during the growing s¢€a- 
son,”’ 

It is further recommended that every 
paid state agent be a cotton expert, 
which, the commission asserts, is not the 
case at the present time. Traveling ex~- 
penses should be allowed these state 
agents, and there should be an inspector 
to make reguiar trips over the territory, 
get in persona] touch with the work, 
and make reports and recommendations 
for betterments. 


High Salaries for State Agents. 
Some of the money now used in tabu- 
lating the returns from the present enor- 
mous number of correspondénts could be 
applied on higher salaries for state 
agents, so that thoroughly competent 
men could be obtained, and on traveling 
expenses for them. It is suggested, too, 
that the state agents be brought to 
gether, perhaps, once in two years, at 
Washington, for the interchange if ideas 
and persona] contact with officials. 

County correspondents, each connected 
with the cotton trade, should be retain- 
ed, and each given three or four sub- 
correspondents located in different parts 
of the county and reporting directly to 
the county correspondent. The class 
known as special correspondents should 
also be retained, but should be greatly 
reduced in numbers. Thus, there would 
be four classes of correspondents, com- 
posing only a small fraction of the num-

‘Such standard, we think, should 
make the bale 500 pounds gross weight, 
including bagging and ties, equivalent to 
about 478 pounds net weight of cotton. 
This standard. was adopted by the cen- 
sus bureau in /[899.’" In commenting on 
the bale weight controversy in connection 
with the estimate of the bureau of sta- 
tistics made on December 4 last year the 
commission says, among other things: 
“Assuming that the weight of baleg in 
North Carolina this year is the same as 
last year, if the bureau of statistics had 
made its December estimate in baleg of 
this weight, its figures for Nortu Caro- 
lina would have been increased 36,000 
bales. The bureau of the census. when 
it makes its final report on tue ginning 
of cotton, converts running bales into 
bales of 500 pounds gross weight, but so 
far has not found it practicable to re-.- 
port anything but running bales of. vary- 
ing weights in the fortnightly reports 
made during the ginning season.’’ 

The commission recommends that in 
connection with its percentage reports 
ion condition the bureau of statistics give 
a statement ag to the yield indicated by 
that condition. It also suggests that the 
bureau cease the practice of giving its 
condition and production reports in fig- 
ures reduced down to tenths of one per 
cent, since the splitting of percentages 
indicate a degree of accuracy which can 
not possibly be obtained. If there is a 
fraction the whole figure nearest it is to 
be taken. 

Should Not Be Partisan. 

The apparent feeling that the bureau 
Of statistics stands for the producer 
rather than for the buyer or consumer, 
and that its policy is not to overestimate 
a& crop, is deprecated. 

“We see no justification whatever for 
the continuance of this policy, which, it 
is fair to say, the bureau, as now, or- 
ganized. disavows and will abandon,”’ 
Says the commission. “If public money

Would Defer Report. 
Turning its attention tw the census

the most important of the 
recommendations of the commission igs 
that the reports on cotton by the depart- 
ment of agriculture cover only the condi- 
tion of the growing plant during the 
growing season, and that after such 
growing season the ginning statistics be 
the only reports issued by the govern- 
ment on cotton yield, “If, however,’ says 
the report, ‘‘a final report on cotton 
yield by the bureau Of statistics is to De 
made hereafter, that report should be de- 
ferred until after the ginning figures, 
which are issued about December 20, be- 
come available, and should then be made 
in the light of all available facts. An 
estimate so made can hardly fa#] to be a 
close approximation to the actual crop.” 

Favors Oooperation. 

It is recommended that the officer in 
charge of the crop reporting service of 
the weather bureau meet regularly with 
the crop estimating board of the bureau 
of statistics; in order that greater co- 
operation between the two bureaus may 
be obtained, A change in the name of 
the bureau of statistics, so as to. elimi- 
nate the word “‘statistics” is recommend- 
ed on the ground thar the figures of the 
bureau are not statistics, but estimates, 
and that, moreover, there is a decided 
tendency to confuse the bureay of statis- 
tics, department of agriculture, with the 
bureau of statistics, department of com- 
merce and labor. The actyal statistical 
work of the former bureau, which is 
largely a duplication of the work of 
other branches of the government, it ig 
asserted, wil] be dealt with in another re- 
port of the commission. 

Not an Easy Business. 

In closing its report. the commission 
says: “It is unquestionably very diffi- 
cult to make an accurate estimate of a 
crop yield when the crop is still im- 
mature and ungathered, and any govern- 
ment official charged with the duty of 
making such estimates must in the na- 
ture of things make errors and be sub- 
ject to criticism therefor, whether such 
errors be great Or small. The bureau of 
statistics has, therefore, in the past, and 
will in the future, be criticised on its 
estimates, The results reached on cotton 
by the bureau in recent years, 1904 ex- 
cepted, have not, in our judgment, merit- 
ed the condemnation nor the bitter criti- 
cism directed against the bureau. The 
men now in charge of the bureau fully 
realize that the estimates made in the 
past can be materially improved. They 
are showing willingness to respond to 
suggestions made for the betterment of 
the service, and they are fully aware 
of the shortcon:ings of the bureau, aris- 
ing from faults in its organization and 
methods, 

“It should be remembered also that the 
men now in contro] of the bureau are not 
responsible for these faults. With the im- 
provements herein suggested, and others 
that may hereafter be developed in the 
course of improved practice, the bureau 
may be expected to achieve materially 
better results and to command for its 
estimates the confidence of the agricul- 
tural and commercial public.’’

_ SOON TO BE HARVESTED 


United States Courts Are 


Now Grinding Out Large 


Grist of Convicts Who Will Help Enlarge 
| Atlanta Penitentiary. 


NW another week or so fife federal 
3 crimifial crop will be harvested. Dur- 

| ing the Christmas holidays the courts 
adjourn and the judges take a recess. 
After New Year’s the courts convene 
again and by (tie Ta of January the 
grist in the shape of federal prisoners 
begins. 

The United States courts have been 
unusually busy this month, according to 
reports, and for this reason it is ex- 
pected that there will be a larger num- 
ber of prisoners received at the United 
States penitentiary than usual, if not 
more than ever before. The last two 
months the number of convicts has ex- 
ceeded 850, which is more than at any 
other time In the history of the insti- 
tution. 

Under present conditions many federal 
prisoners are being boarded in New 
York, Ohio, West Virginia and other 
gtate penitentiaries. Many of these have 
been transferred to the Atlanta prison 
and used in the building of the new cell 
block which is being erected in front 
of the old buflding. Work has pro- | 


gressed rapi@fy during the last six 
months until now the wall of the new 
cell block rises above the foundation 
and wel lit6wara the top of the win- 
dow casements of the first floor. When 
completed the new prison will contain 
-1,200 double cells or. accommodations 
for 2,400 prisoner& As the construction 
work ig being done by fe convicts the 
progress is much slower than would be 
the case otherwise. It is expected that 
several years will elapse before all of the 
many improvements, cell blocs, admin- 
istration buildings and walls will be com- 
pleted. Then the federal prisoners which 
are now being bouirded out at the state 
institutions by Uncle Sam will be brought 
to Atlanta and will have for their home 
the most improved and ecientific prison 
in the entire world, according te the 
opinion of many experts. 

It is also expected that in addition to 
the many prisoners sent here by the 
courts this year that more will be trans- 
ferred from the state institutions. This 
will add greatly to the working force 
which is engaged in bullding both the 
new cell blocks and the big walls that 


will inclose a large part of the big reser- 
vation.

coast of Florida, known as th. Ormond- 
Daytona beach. It is likely that the 
records to be secured by the famous driv- 
|ers and high-powered machines. now in 
| Florida will be such as to cause even 
| automobilists to gasp. A mile in 30 sec- 
onds is almost incredible. To our grand- 
fathers it would have seemed an impossi- 
bility. Yet ‘it ig beyond question that 
this time will not only be equaled, but 


Some value, therefore, attaches to a 
Geacription of this famous’ speeding 
ground. The Ormond-Daytona beach Is 


approximately 16 miles in length, some- 
what in the form of a crescent. The 
curve in the beach is so slight, however, 
that it igs scarcely perceptible even to 


the drf¥ars of fast cars. As a racing 
roadway, the beach, under natura] coa- 
ditions, when free from the deterring 
“red sand” which occasionally washes in, 
is the most perfect speedway of which 
the mind of man could conceive. At 
low tide it is at all points more than 100 
feet in width, and at some places nearly 
130 feet wide. It shelves so gradually 
that one may walk for a quarter Of a 
mile into the breakers. It is composed 
of exceedingly fine grains of very white 
sand, the disintegrated shell of the co- 
quina clam. When damp it packs as 
hard and firm as city asphalt, while 
giving a resiliency which greatly aids 
speed efforts and is*easy on springs. In 
the dampness of the sand js found a 
cooling preventative of tire heating, and 
as consequence tire blowouts and other 
accidents are few. The beach is about 
160 miles south of Jacksonville. The en- 
tire racing beach for !6 miles is marked 
out with mile posts and half and quarter- 
mile signs.

‘This line 
is used both for telephoning to various 
points where races at various distances 
are started or timed, and also for the 
use Of the electrical timing instruments, 
themselves one of the most nove] fea- 
tures of the yearly meet. These electrical 
instruments record the time, on six tim- 
ers’ watches simultaneously, the cars 
themselves tripping automatjc tapes 
which start and stop the instruments. 
The use of these electro-mechanical de- 
vices is rendered necessary by the ex- 
treme sped attained by latter-day drivers, 
which it would be impossible to catch and 
record with the ordinary humanly-opefat- 
ed stop watch. 

It was in 1903 that racing began on 
this Neptune-built track, although there 
had been private speeding of automo- 
biles on the beach for three years before 
that time, Thig initial racing was a com- 
paratively tame affair, only seven. ma- 
chines competing. Alexander Winton, 
with the first “Winton Bullet.’’ was the 
star of the meeting. The first running 
of the Ormond-Daytona races, however, 
served the punpose of attracting the at- 
tention Of prominent automobilists and 
speed drivers throughout the country, 
and there were some eighteen entries for 
the meeting of 1904 Large numbers of 
enthusiasts and fashionable folk throng: 
ed to Ormond for this second spetd car: 
nival, and it may be said that the prestige 
of the place from a social standpoint 
dated from that meeting. It was in the 
races of 1904 that W. K. Vanderbilt, Jr., 
made a mile in the record time gf 39 sec- 
onds, which was deemed a most remark- 
able performance, 

The races last year were on a much 
more elaborate scale. Forty-three entrieé 
were made and thirty-four of these par- 
ticipated in the thirty-five races 
were run. In the record trials the best 
time was made by H. D. Bowden, of Bos- 
ton, who drove a special car of the 
Mercedes patiern, containing two 60- 
horsepower engines, for a mile in 52 4-5 
seconds.
